CITY LOSES G-8 MEETING, BUT WILL PROTESTERS STILL SHOW UP?

Chicago’s star turn on the world stage was cut in 
half Monday after President Obama made a sur- 
prise shift of the May G-8 international summit 
from his hometown to Camp David. 

The full complement of downtown security 
concerns remain, however. Chicago will keep 
the overlapping NATO meeting, meaning dip- 
lomats and protesters still will descend on Chi- 
cago by the thousands for a gathering of world 
leaders May 20-21. 

The abrupt change of venue came after Mayor 
Emanuel and the city’s host committee spent 
months pumping up the events as an interna- 
tional showcase for the city important because 
the G-8 and NATO gatherings hadn’t been held 
simultaneously in the same city in three decades. 

Following the announcement Monday, the 
mayor’s office insisted that nothing had really

changed. And no one was talking publicly about 
the miscalculation that Chicago would make a 
great place for G-8 leaders to hash out a broad 
range of economic, political and security issues. 

A brief White House announcement sug- 
gested that, in hindsight, Chicago would have 
been too big and distracting a scene to have 
fruitful talks. “To facilitate a free-flowing dis- 


cussion with our close G-8 partners, the presi- 
dent is inviting his fellow G-8 leaders to Camp 
David,” read a statement issued by press secre- 
tary Jay Carney 

Past G-8 meetings have attracted large and 
violent demonstrations, and the shift to the 
remote presidential retreat in the Maryland 
mountains could reduce the chances for an 
election year embarrassment on the streets of 
Obama’s hometown. 

That said, the early word from protest leaders 
is that they will not be deterred by the change 
and still plan to descend on the remaining 
NATO gathering en masse. That will require 
little let-up in the same tight safety precautions 
for what was supposed to have been back-to- 
back meetings starting a day earlier. 

Emanuel stayed out of the public eye Monday 
after the White House announced the move.

Focus shifts 
NATp 
gathering

The news that the G-8 economic 
summit will not be held in Chi- 
cago shifts the focus to the other 
big meeting that still will bring 
dozens of leaders from around 
the world to the city in late 
May— the gathering of NATO 
alliance members. 

The future of Afghanistan and 
discussions of missile defenses 
are expected to be on the agenda 
for the May 20-21 meeting hosted 
by President Obama in his home- 
town. 

Washington is the only other 
U.S. city to have hosted a NATO 
summit, organizers said. Lori 
Healey, head of Chicago’s host 
committee, sought to play down 
the loss of the G-8 summit, say- 
ing, “It will ultimately have mini- 
mal impact.” She said the NATO 
meeting still is a key chance to 
show off Chicago to the world. 

NATO, which has a larger 
membership than the Group 
of Eight industrialized nations 
and includes six of the eight G-8 
countries (minus Russia and Ja- 
pan), will draw large numbers of 
visitors to the city Healey said. 

There have been 25 summits 
held since the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization was estab- 
lished in 1949 in the wake of 
World War II, Chicago organiz- 
ers said. 

The last was in 2010, when 
NATO members met in Lisbon, 
Portugal. There were demonstra- 
tions and arrests at that event, 
but not on the scale of protests 
at recent meetings of global eco- 
nomic policymakers such as the 
G-8.

Election season has a lot in common with 
the Oscars: It goes on too long, there’s plenty 
of campaigning, and we’re sick of the whole 
thing by the time the winners are announced. 

But until November, just try to escape poli- 
tics. They’ll be on TV, in the paper and prob- 
ably if you’re like many Chicagoans, at work. 
It’s Super Tuesday— the day states including 
Massachusetts, Georgia, Ohio and Vermont 
cast their presidential primary ballots— and 
the presidential election season is running hot 
and heavy A Career Builder survey from earlier 
this month found that more than one-third of 
employees said they discuss politics at work, 
and that 23 percent reported getting into a 
“heated discussion or fight” with a co-worker. 

Some experts say debating politics at the 
water cooler is always a bad move. 

“The wisest option is to avoid it if you can,” 
said Courtney Templin, chief operating offi- 
cer of Chicago-based JB Training Solutions. 
“Even conversations that can start off with 
positive or good intentions can turn heated.” 

With politics dominating the public arena, 
though, the topic might be hard to avoid, said 
Jim Einkelstein, president and CEO of man- 
agement consulting firm EutureSense. 

“There are so many topics that could be 
raised in the workplace. Where do we draw 
the line?” he said. Rule politics out as a source 
of banter and you “basically stifle natural hu- 
man tendencies.” 

More important, he said, is figuring out 
a way to discuss contentious issues without 
alienating co-workers or clients. 

“It’s got to be open-ended, it’s got to be en- 
gaging, otherwise it’s inappropriate,” he said. 
“It’s a very fine line that one walks.” 

Jobs vary and some workers can or have to 
have political discussions at their workplaces. 
Second City comedian Steve Waltien, for ex- 
ample, said politics are an integral part of shows. 

“We get letters and we occasionally hear a 
boo. But I don’t know what those people ex- 
pected coming to a comedy theater,” he said. 
“Those people have to be aware of what’s in 
the media and what the targets are going to 
be.” 

To get a taste of the many flavors of of- 
fice politics in the city RedEye talked with 
an array of Chicagoans to find out how 
they talk politics at work— if at all.

33, West Town I Job: Lawyer in general commercial 
litigation for firm Baker & McKenzie 


Philiben said her politics are pretty transparent-in a for- 
mer job, she worked at a firm that did opposition research 
for Democrats. 

Debating with co-workers goes with the territory. 
They’re lawyers, after all. But with clients, she doesn’t be- 
lieve the topic needs much airing. 

“You can usually find something that is sunny or at 
least relevant that doesn’t necessarily insult anyone,’’ 
she said. “It’s knowing your audience and knowing who 
you’re talking to.’’ 


ASHLEY HOOKS 


25, Flossmoor I Job: Miss Illinois 


As a pageant queen who rep- 
resents an entire state. Hooks 
says talking politics for her is 
about finding ways to discuss 
an issue and its implications 
without coming across as 
confrontational. 

“Whatever the issues 
are,’’ she said, “we’re kind 
of prepared to give an 


answer that lets people know 
that we know what the issues 
are and we understand both 
sides of the argument, but we 
try to find a common ground 
with the people that we’re talk- 
ing to.’’ 

There’s a balancing act, 
though, for Hooks, who has 
made education a part of her 


platform. It’s important to her 
to highlight deficiencies and 
advocate for positive change. 

“We can all come to a com- 
mon ground in knowing that 
we want education for chil- 
dren to be the best it can be. 
Every child deserves a quality 
education and they should 
have access to it.”

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Bartenders often are part 
social worker, part thera- 
pist, part stand-up comic 
and part mixologist. So 
Daniels keeps his con- 
versation focused on his 
customers. 

“I keep it completely 
neutral [and] I feed off their 
conversations. ...

“I actually find myself getting more educated, be- 
cause I want to go into the locker room and have my 
ideas [heard] and to kind of be able to dispute with 
other guys.” 


Politics become a different 
game when your job is to stand 
in front of teenagers every day, 
Ptak said. 

“In the classroom, you try to 
avoid [political debates]. I try 
to anyhow, because my class- 
room is not my soapbox. It’s 
where I teach literature.” But 
when the topic comes up, Ptak 
seeks to discuss politics with 
students in a way that helps 
them learn. 

“It’s important to understand 
what you believe and why 
you believe it,” she said.

And I think the prima- 
ry objective is trying to find some- 
thing funny about it and to make an 
observation-take the pulse of the 
country and of the city and address 
those things that people are think- 
ing and talking about,” he said. “It is 
an official part of the job.” 

Though jokes might take aim at 
audience members’ beloved (or hat- 
ed) political figures, Waltien said the 
joke can be funny even if you don’t 
agree with the other side politically.

MISSING MAN’S 
BODY FOUND 

28-year-old discovered in Belmont Harbor after disappearing Saturday

Police divers on Monday found the body 
of a man missing since Saturday in Bel- 
mont Harbor.

His family said Patnaude had been out 
drinking with a large group of friends 
when he took a cab to Belmont Harbor. 

Patnaude lived with his fiancee in the 


3200 block of North Ashland Avenue in 
I.akcvicw His sister Colette Patnaude, 
23, of Downers Grove, described her 
brother as a nature enthusiast and ad- 
venture seeker, 

“I think he wanted to go and look out 
at the water and take a walk,” she said. 

Many of the people who had been 
with Patnaude on Saturday searched 
the lake front in small groups Sunday af- 
ternoon. A Facebook site was set up to 
help in the search. 

When the search was over, Moore 
complimented the police divers for 
their efforts. 

“We thank them so much. They each 
came up to us and talked to each fam-

Pulaski Day gets 
rap treatment

When St. Paddy’s Day didn’t sound quite 
right, Kip “Kidd” Russell swapped the lyrics 
with a more obscure holiday— one that would 
ring true in Chicago. 

That’s how “Pulaski Day,” a song making 
the rounds on the day honoring the Revo- 
lutionary War officer Casimir Pulaski, was 
born. Originally an ode to St. Patrick’s Day a 
little later in March, Russell said his producer 
Cisco Adler loved the idea of instead writing 
a rap that honored something uniquely Chi- 
cago. 

“It symbolizes that spring and summer are 
on the way, the best time of year in Chicago,” 
Russell, 30, said. “You don’t want to be any- 
where else.” 

He said he hopes the song and its video— 
which includes shout-outs to Chicago sports 
figures, an appearance by former WWE wres- 
tler Colt Cabana and images of Chicago land- 
marks— becomes a tune that is permanently 
associated with the day Ideally he said, he’d 
like to hear the track played at halftime at 
Bulls and Bears games. 

“We’re hoping all the homesick people 
around the country; they can turn it on and 
come home for the day even for five min- 
utes,” Russell said. 

Russell, who has a deal with Bananabeat 


Records, said he saw Chicago’s community 
spirit while filming the video in June and July 
Aerial helicopter footage was donated to the 
project— which was shot on a shoestring bud- 
get— as was a boat for scenes filmed on Lake 
Michigan. 

“Everything’s got its own charm, but there’s 
definitely a neighborhood feel to Chicago,” 
he said, noting he lived on both coasts before 
moving back to the Midwest to settle in sub- 
urban Highwood. ‘As big as it is, there’s still a 
small-time feeling. People opened their arms 
[for the video}.” 

Casimir Pulaski Day has special meaning 
for Russell, who said the experience of a day 
off just before spring invokes nostalgia that 
only Chicagoans know This year, he said, he 
plans on doing what he always does to mark 
the occasion— going out to party with family 
and friends. But this time he’s celebrating the 
release of the song, which has gotten play on 
several local TV and radio stations and is ap- 
proaching 100,000 views on YouTube. 

Russell said he also will perform the song 
live at a “Day After Pulaski Day” concert 
Tuesday at Reggies Rock Club (2109 S. State 
St.). As for future holiday tributes, Russell 
said he might be game. 

“National Kite Elying Day” he joked.
